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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
2/2/2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 70-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant refers to longitudinal and transverse axes throughout the claims, but it 
is not evident from the specification or the drawings how these are defined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 70-75 and 80-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nilsson (US 4,938,739). 

In regard to claims 70 and 80, Nilsson discloses the invention as claimed 
including a feeding assembly comprised of pairs of opposed members 1 and 2, 
cooperating to engage stock material 4, advancing the material through a transfer 
region formed by the moving members, the elements comprised of grippers 3, the 
grippers comprised of a center portion and laterally spaced end portion bounding the 
center portion when viewed along a longitudinal axis through the transfer region, the 
end portions of the gripper transversely overlap to bound opposing transverse sides of 
the path through the transfer region, while the center portion remains spaced apart so 
as not to overlap each other (see entire document). 

In regard to claim 71 and 82, Nilsson discloses the invention as claimed including 
the grippers 3 arranged on opposite transverse sides of the transfer region, in a 
longitudinal offset and paired relation (see Figs. 1 and 2). 

In regard to claims 72 and 73, Nilsson discloses the invention as claimed 
including each set of grippers arranged circumferential ly and extending perpendicular 
and rotating around a common axis (see Figs. 1 and 2). 

In regard to claims 74,75 and 83, Nilsson discloses the invention as claimed 
including transfer assemblies with grippers moving toward each other at an upstream 
entrance, engaging the material 4 and moving away from each other at a downstream 
portion, releasing the material (see Figs. 1 and 2). 
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In regard to claim 81, Nilsson discloses the invention as claimed including 
deforming opposite sides of the material (see Fig. 3). 

In regard to claims 84 and 85, Nilsson discloses the invention as claimed 
including moving the grippers in a non-circular path, as they are connected to first and 
second carriages disposed on opposite transverse sides of the transfer region. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 76-79 and 86 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicants arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
